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FOREWORD 


The  number  of  Legislatures  now  adjourned  makes  it  advisable 
tc  index  and.  summarise  the  action  taken  on  bills  digested  up  to 
this  date.  This  bulletin,  therefore,  constitutes-  an  index  and  pro- 
gress statement  of  Federal  and  State  bills  digested  in  Bulletins  58 
through  65.  . 

Federal  legislation  is  classified  by  bill  numbers  numerical- 
ly arranged  within  our  subject-matter,  classification  system.  Un- 
less a  bill  has.  passed  either  House,  no  action  is  shown;  in  most 
cases,  the  legislation  is  yet  in  Committee.  Date  of  progress  re- 
ported is  as  of  April  15. 

State  legislation  .  is  classified  by  State,  subject-matter 
field,  and  bill  number.  Because  of  irregularities  in  State  report- 
ing procedures, reporting  the  status  of  bills  is  somewhat  difficult. 
Progress  reports  on  many  bills  are  lacking,  and  the  information  we 
possess  is  not  always  that  of"  April  15.  As  in  the  case  of  Federal 
legislation, action  is  given  only  if  bills  have  passed  either  House. 
If  no  information  at  all  has  been  received  "Mo  Report"  is  marked. 
The  fact  that  the  Legislature  has  adjourned  does  not  mean  that  our 
report  gives  the  final  action  on  any  bill. 

Another  index  is  planned  for  June  15  which  would  supplement 
information  given  in  this  bulletin.  If  the  reader  is  unable  to  lo- 
cate the  digest. of  a  particular  bill  in  which  he  is  interested,  it 
may  be  possible  to  supply  the  information  through  correspondence  or 
telephone .
